GENERAL 

^  •  The  Southern  Zone  Operational  Plan  is  issued  at  a  time  when  the 

Government  of  Canada  is  developing  arrangements  to  assume  responsibility 
in  certain  matters  related  to  national  survival.  In  the  event  that  this  plan 
should  conflict  with  any  arrangements  subsequently  made  by  the  Government 
of  Canada,  it  will  be  reviewed  and  amended  as  necessary, 

2.  Where  reference  is  made  to  actions  or  responsibilities  of  Federal 

Government  Departments  or  Agencies,  the  Canadian  Army,  and  any  person 
or  Agency  not  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Alberta  Government, 
such  references  are  made  to  show  the  relationship  between  Federal,  Army 
and  Provincial  groups  in  survival  operations,  and  are  based  on  the  information 
available  at  this  time.  They  are  not  to  be  interpreted  as  implying  that  such 
personnel  come  under  the  direction  of  the  Government  of  Alberta. 

3*  In  an  emergency,  the  Government  of  Alberta  is  to  be  conducted  --  in 

association  with  the  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Canadian  Army  --  from  the 
Regional  Emergency  Headquarters  (REHQ)  through  the  respective  Zone  Emer¬ 
gency  Headquarters  and  in  co-operation  with  the  municipal  authorities  of 
Alberta . 

4.  A  Zone  is  defined  as  a  subdivision  of  the  province  comprised  of  an 

aggregation  of  municipalities.  The  Zone  will  constitute  the  lowest  level  at 
which  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments  will  operate  a  combined  head¬ 
quarters  to  exercise  operational  and  administrative  control  in  an  emergency. 
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A  Zone  Headquarters  will  have  the  following  minimum  capabilities: 

a.  Be  ready  to  function  with  a  nucleus  staff  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  emergency  begins  and  be  capable  of  reaching  full 
readiness  within  a  few  hours  thereafter; 

b.  Provide  fallout  protection  for  personnel  and  communications 
facilitie  s; 

c.  Be  organized  to  permit  the  wide  decentralization  of  authority 
in  the  first  phase  of  an  emergency. 

In  Alberta,  Zone  Emergency  Headquarters  will  be  located  as  follows 

a.  Peace  River  Zone  HQ  .  GRANDE  PRAIRIE 

b.  Northern  Zone  HQ  - -  CAMROSE  (Interim  Location) 

c.  Southern  Zone  HQ  -  OLDS 


AUTHORITY 

7  •  This  plan  is  published  under  the  authority  of  the  Civil  Defence  and 

Disaster  Act  (Chapter  43,  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta  1955),  and  Order-in- 
Council  No.  1494/61  made  thereunder,  and  also  in  co-operation  with  the 
Regional  Director,  Federal  Emergency  Measures  Organization  and  the 
Commander,  Alberta  Area,  Canadian  Army. 

IMPLEMENTATION 

8.  This  plan  will  be  implemented  --  in  part  or  in  full  --  under  any  of 

the  following  circumstances: 

a.  On  the  advice  of  the  Government  of  Canada; 

b.  On  the  dissemination  of  a  WARNING  by  the  Government  of 
Canada; 

c.  On  the  declaration  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  that 
a  state  of  emergency  exists.  (Civil  Defence  and  Disaster  Act, 


Section  8 . ) 
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SITUATION 


9.  Canada  could  be  involved  in  a  thermonuclear  war. 

10.  An  enemy  is  capable  of  launching  an  attack  with  sufficient  weapons 
to  strike  a  high  proportion  of  military,  industrial,  and  population  targets. 

It  is  assumed  that  nuclear  weapons  of  megaton  yield  will  be  used  primarily, 
and  that  they  may  be  delivered  by  manned  aircraft,  or  by  missiles  launched 
from  land  bases,  aircraft,  ships  or  submarines. 

11.  Nuclear  weapons  may  be  detonated  at  or  near  ground  level,  to  cause, 
in  addition  to  blast  and  fire  damage,  the  maximum  harm  from  radioactive 
fallout. 

12.  Other  weapons,  such  as  biological,  chemical  and  psychological 
warfare,  may  also  be  used. 

13.  The  only  warning  which  should  be  expected  is  tactical  warning,  i.e.  , 
an  indication  of  attack  after  it  has  been  launched. 

14.  The  legislative  capital  of  Alberta,  together  with  its  many  essential 
government  records,  is  located  in  Edmonton,  which  is  designated  as  a 
possible  target  area.  Edmonton  could  be  destroyed  by  a  nuclear  attack. 

15.  A  Regional  Emergency  Headquarters  (REHQ) ,  to  provide  emergency 
accommodation  for  principal  elements  of  the  Federal  and  Alberta  Governments 
and  the  Canadian  Army,  is  located  at  PENHOLD,  Alberta. 

16.  A  Relocation  Centre  to  support  the  REHQ  will  be  established  at 
BOWDEN. 

17.  Zone  Emergency  Headquarters  have  been  designated  for  each  Zone. 

18.  Members  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  have 
been  appointed  to  assume  authority  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Alberta 
at  the  Regional  and  Zone  Headquarters. 
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19.  The  Canadian  Army  has  set  up  Military  Target  Area  Headquarters 
for  the  Edmonton  Target  Area  at  WETASKIWIN  and  the  Calgary  Target  Area 
at  OLDS.  Civilian  Target  Area  Headquarters  will  operate  alongside  their 
military  counterparts. 

20.  The  Government  of  Canada  is  planning  to  exercise,  as  necessary, 
control  of  transportation,  communications,  supplies  and  manpower. 

21  •  All  Departments  and  Agencies  of  the  Government  of  Alberta  are 

preparing  departmental  emergency  plans  (See  Alberta  Survival  Plan,  Volume 
One,  Annex  E  --  Emergency  Planning  for  Continuity  of  Government  Regulations). 
RESPONSIBILITIES  OF  ZONE  HEADQUARTERS 

22.  Southern  Zone  Headquarters  is  to  be  the  centre  of  authority  for  the 
operational  and  administrative  control  of  the  Zone  during  an  emergency, 
except  for  that  control  exercised  by  an  Army  Target  Area  Headquarters  for 
re-entry  operations  in  devastated  areas  or  operations  in  areas  subjected  to 
serious  radioactive  fallout. 

23.  The  role  of  Southern  Zone  Headquarters  is  to  be: 

a.  To  prevent  unnecessary  loss  of  life; 

b.  To  support  REHQ  and  municipalities  in  maintaining  continuity 
of  provincial  and  municipal  government; 

c.  To  direct  survival  operations  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Zone, 
except  for  military  re-entry  and  remedial  evacuation  operations 
in  areas  subjected  to  serious  radioactive  fallout; 

d.  To  co-ordinate  reception  arrangements  related  to  remedial 
evacuati  on; 

e.  To  receive  and  analyze  information  for  use  within  the  Zone 
and  to  forward  such  information  to  REHQ,  as  required; 

f.  To  support  the  Military  Target  Area  Headquarters  during 
re-entry  and  remedial  evacuation  operations; 
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g.  To  operate  without  reference  to  REHQ,  when  circumstances 
so  require  . 

MISSION 

24.  The  object  of  this  document  is  to  detail  the  Operational  Plan  for  the 

provincial  elements  of  Southern  Zone. 

EXECUTION 

25  .  Emergency  Organization. 

a.  Zone  Boundaries.  The  Civil  Defence  Units  and  municipalitie s 
contained  in  Southern  Zone  are  listed  in  Annex  A. 

b .  Functional  Organization. 

(1)  The  functional  organization  of  Southern  Zone  Headquarters 
is  shown  in  Annex  B; 

(2)  Zone  Headquarters  will  control  activities  in  the  Zone 
through  Federal  and  Provincial  Government  field  offices 
as  well  as  Unit  and  municipal  headquarters; 

(3)  At  Zone  Headquarters,  Federal  and  Provincial  Government 
representatives  will  exercise  operational  control  over 
activities  normally  under  their  respective  jurisdiction. 
There  will  be  a  military  liaison  section  at  the  Zone  HQ. 

c.  Headquarters  Staffing.  The  Personnel  Establishment  for 
Southern  Zone  Headquarters  is  detailed  in  Annex  C. 

26.  Headquarters  Location.  Southern  Zone  HQ  will  be  established  at 
OLDS. 

27.  Executive  Control.  The  operation  of  Southern  Zone  HQ  will  be 
co-ordinated  and  directed,  as  necessary,  by  an  Executive  Group.  The  Alberta 
Government  component  of  this  group  will  consist  of  three  Cabinet  Ministers;  the 
Federal  Government  component  is  yet  to  be  designated.  The  principal  func¬ 
tions  of  the  provincial  component  of  the  Executive  Group  will  be: 

a.  To  co-ordinate  and  direct,  as  necessary,  the  work  of  the  provin¬ 
cial  elements  of  the  functional  groups  at  Southern  Zone  HQ; 
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b.  To  direct,  as  necessary,  the  administrative  arrangements  at 
Southern  Zone  HQ; 

c.  To  assume  Alberta  Government  control  over  the  entire  Province, 
in  the  event  that  the  REHQ,  its  Relocation  Centre  and  Northern 
Zone  HQ  become  inoperative. 

Assignment  of  Responsibilities  to  Other  Agencies. 

a •  Responsibilities  of  Government  Departments.  Survival  plans 

for  each  Department  of  Government  are  contained  in  the  Alberta 
Survival  Plan,  Volume  Three.  Excerpts  from  these  plans 
summarizing  departmental  organization  and  operation  and 
indicating  departmental  resources  located  in  Southern  Zone, 
are  attached  to  this  Zone  Plan  as  separate  sub-sections  to 
Annex  D . 

b  •  Responsibilities  of  Calgary  Target  Area  (Civil). 

(1)  During  a  national  emergency,  the  Calgary  Target  Area 
Headquarters  (Civil)  will  be  established  at  OLDS,  and  is 
to  be  responsible  to  Southern  Zone  Headquarters  for  the 
conduct  of  survival  operations  --  other  than  re-entry  -- 
within  the  Target  Area.  (Re-entry  operations  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Canadian  Army.) 

(2)  The  Target  Area  Headquarters  (Civil)  will  be  operated 
jointly  by  the  several  municipalities  concerned. 

(3)  The  personnel  establishment  and  functional  organization 
pattern  for  the  Target  Area  Headquarters  (Civil)  are 
described  in  the  Calgary  Target  Area  Survival  Plan. 

c.  Municipal  Responsibilities. 


» 


(1)  Municipal  Survival  Operations.  During  a  national  emer¬ 
gency,  Municipal  Emergency  Headquarters  will  be 
responsible  to  their  Unit  Headquarters  for  the  direction 
of  survival  operations  within  their  boundaries.  Where  a 
Unit  has  not  been  established.  Municipal  Emergency 
Headquarters  will  be  responsible  directly  to  Zone  Head¬ 
quarters  . 

(2)  Warning  Dissemination ,  Municipalities  must  be  prepared 
to  supplement  the  dissemination  of  warnings,  as  necessary. 
The  primary  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  warning  to 
the  public  rests  with  the  Canadian  Army,  acting  for  the 
Government  of  Canada. 

(3)  Reception  of  Evacuees.  Municipalities  must  be  prepared 
for  the  reception  and  accommodation  of  evacuees,  generally 
at  a  ratio  of  one  evacuee  to  one  local  resident.  The 
reception  quotas  for  Southern  Zone  municipalities  are 
detailed  in  a  sub-section  to  Annex  D  (Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  Southern  Zone  Plan). 
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(4)  Reception  -  Hospitals  and  Institutions.  Certain  designated 
municipalities  must  be  prepared  to  accommodate  hospital 
patients  and/or  inmates  of  institutions,  in  accordance  with 
the  respective  operational  plans  of  the  Departments  of 

|  Public  Health  (Emergency  Health  Services)  and  Public 

Welfare,  which  are  detailed  in  separate  sub-sections  to 
Annex  D . 

(5)  Traffic  Control.  Municipalities  will  have  certain 
responsibilities  for  traffic  control,  as  described  in  the 
Traffic  Control  Plan  for  Southern  Zone  (Annex  J) . 

(6)  Remedial  Evacuation.  Each  municipal  Survival  Plan  will 
include,  as  an  Annex,  the  Remedial  Evacuation  Plan. 

This  plan  must  provide  for  the  evacuation  of  the  munici¬ 
pality,  if  it  is  subjected  to  serious  radioactive  fallout. 

The  plan  may  only  be  implemented  after  fallout  is  down, 
and  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Canadian  Army. 

29.  Lines  of  Succession.  If  any  member  of  the  Executive  Group  or  other 
key  official  is  unable  to  assume  or  continue  his  duties  at  Southern  Zone  HQ 
during  a  state  of  emergency,  he  will  be  succeeded  in  accordance  with  the 
Lines  of  Succession  detailed  in  Annex  E. 

30.  Warning  Arrangements. 

a.  National  Survival  Attack  Warnings  declared  by  the  Government 
of  Canada,  will  be  disseminated  by  the  Canadian  Army.  A 
summary  description  of  the  National  Survival  Attack  Warning 
System  (NSAWS)  and  the  meaning  of  public  warnings  is 
contained  in  Annex  F. 

b.  Alberta  Government  Telephones  is  to  receive  the  initial 
warning  directly  from  the  Provincial  Warning  Centre  (PWC) 
and  is  to  alert  Southern  Zone  staff  in  Calgary.  Zone  staff 
will  be  responsible  for  a  further  dissemination  of  the  warning 
to  key  personnel  required  for  the  operation  of  Southern  Zone 
Emergency  HQ.  Details  of  this  fanout  are  included  in  Annex  F, 
Appendix  1 . 

3  1 .  Staff  Duty  Assignments,  Movement  and  Reporting. 

a.  Upon  receipt  of  Warning,  all  personnel  assigned  to  emergency 
duty  at  Southern  Zone  HQ  will  immediately  implement  their 
personal  plans  to  proceed  to  OLDS  using  government  or  private 
transportation.  Staff  duty  assignments  are  shown  in  Annex  G. 

b.  Unless  they  have  made  other  arrangements  for  the  care  of  their 
families,  Southern  Zone  staff  members  proceeding  from  Calgary 
may  take  their  dependents  with  them.  The  Town  of  Olds  C.D. 
organization  is  to  arrange  for  the  billeting  and  necessary 
emergency  care  of  the  dependents. 
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32.  Essential  Records  and  Supplies.  As  far  as  possible,  a  complete  set 
of  records  and  supplies  required  for  the  conduct  of  survival  operations  will  be 
stored  at  OLDS  (preferably  in  the  building  earmarked  for  use  by  Southern 
Zone  HQ),  in  accordance  with  the  following: 

a.  Each  Department  or  Agency  which  is  to  function  at  Southern 
Zone  HQ,  will  be  responsible  for  the  procurement  and 
assembly  of  the  records  and  supplies  needed  by  the  Department 
for  survival  operations.  Alberta  Government  Departments  and 
Agencies  concerned  will  make  these  items  available  to  the 
Officer -in- Charge  Southern  Zone  (Alberta  EMO)  who  will  arrange 
for  their  storage  and  safety  at  OLDS.  Those  records  and 
supplies  which  are  required  for  operations,  but  cannot  be  left 

in  permanent  storage  at  OLDS,  will  be  gathered  and  taken  to 
the  Zone  Emergency  HQ  by  designated  members  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  or  Agency  concerned,  on  receipt  of  a  Warning  call. 

b.  Stationery  and  basic  supplies  required  for  the  operation  of  Zone 
Headquarters  at  OLDS,  will  be  pre -positioned  by  Alberta  EMO 
Southern  Zone  staff,  at  or  near  the  designated  emergency 
location . 

c.  Zone  Headquarters  Essential  Records  and  Supplies  are  listed 
in  Annex  H. 

33.  Communications  .  The  Emergency  Communications  Plan  for  Southern 
Zone  is  contained  in  the  Departmental  Survival  Plan  of  Alberta  Government 
Telephones,  which  is  attached  as  a  sub- section  to  Annex  D. 

34.  Traffic  Control.  The  Zone  police  authority  has  certain  responsibilities 
for  traffic  control  which  are  detailed  in  the  Southern  Zone  Traffic  Control  Plan 
(Annex  J) . 

35 .  Radiological  Defence. 

a.  Federal  Monitoring  Network.  The  Canadian  Army  is  to  operate 
the  Nuclear  Detonation  and  Fallout  Reporting  System  (NDFRS) 
consisting  of  fixed  stations  established  on  a  grid  basis.  Radiation 
monitoring  reports  from  this  system  are  to  be  forwarded 
through  a  Filter  Centre  to  REHQ  for  evaluation,  and  will  be 
passed  on  to  Zone  HQ  as  necessary. 

b  .  Municipal  Radiological  Defence  System  . 

(1)  A  Municipal  Radiological  Defence  System  is  to  be 
established,  comprising  fixed  and  mobile  monitoring 
services,  for  the  protection  of  local  and  district  residents. 
Where  NDFRS  posts  are  operating  in  a  municipality, 

the  municipal  authorities  will  have  access  to  the  data 
collected  by  these  posts. 

(2)  Unit  and  Municipal  Emergency  Headquarters  will  supply 
Zone  HQ  with  up-to-date  information  on  radiation  levels 
within  their  respective  areas. 
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(3)  Details  of  the  Municipal  Radiological  Defence  System 
within  Southern  Zone,  are  given  in  Annex  K. 

36.  Mutual  Aid  .  Any  movement  of  personnel,  equipment  and  supplies 

from  one  municipality  to  another,  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  aid  within  the 

Zone,  will  be  co-ordinated  by  and  cleared  through  Southern  Zone  HQ.  Mutual 

aid  movement  across  Zone  boundaries  will  be  co-ordinated  by  REHQ. 

37  .  Emergency  Public  Information.  Official  information  and  advice  to 

the  public  is  to  be  disseminated  from  REHQ,  using  an  emergency  public 

broadcasting  system. 

38.  Standing  Operating  Procedures.  Standing  Operating  Procedures 

covering  the  operation  of  Southern  Zone  HQ,  will  be  issued  as  a  separate 
document,  and  will  constitute  the  guide  for  procedures  at  the  headquarters. 


REVIEW  AND  AMENDMENT 


39. 


This  plan  will  be  reviewed  on  30  June  and  31  December  annually,  by 


the  Officer-in-Charge  Southern  Zone,  Alberta  EMO.  This  Officer  will  be 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  amendments,  as  required,  and  for  their 
submission  to  the  Co-ordinator  of  Alberta  Emergency  Measures,  for 
ministerial  approval.

Urgent  amendments  will  be  made  at  any  time.

GENERAL 

1-  Authority.  This  Plan  is  authorized  by  the  Minister  of  Public 
Health  (See  Volume  Three,  Alberta  Survival  Plan,  Sub-section  8  B, 
Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan). 

2  •  Responsible  Officials.  The  responsibility  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Plan  has  been  delegated  to  the  Director  of  Emergency  Health 
Services  (Director  of  EHS) .  The  Zone  Director  of  Emergency  Health 
Services  is  responsible  for  supervision  of  the  Plan  and  recommending 
changes  to  the  Director  of  Emergency  Health  Services  as  required. 

3-  Implementation  This  Plan  will  be  implemented  in  conjunction 
with  the  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan  upon: 

a.  The  advice  of  the  Government  of  Alberta;  or  upon 

b.  The  dissemination  of  a  "Warning"  over  the  National 
Survival  Attack  Warning  System  by  the  Government  of 
Canada;  or  upon 

c  „  The  declaration  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council 

that  a  state  of  emergency  exists  (Chapter  43,  RSA  1955). 


SITUATION 

4.  Gene ra.1 .  Edmonton  and  Calgary  are  designated  possible  target 
areas  should  Canada  be  directly  attacked.  The  problems  presented  by 
a  nuclear  attack  will  be  modified  by  many  factors  --  the  chief  of 
which  is  the  time  available  after  the  warning  signal.  Under  ideal 
circumstances  those  of  the  population  who  desire,  would  disperse  from 
the  target  areas  The  Department  of  Public  Health  through  its 
Emergency  Health  Services  Organization,  would  be  primarily  con¬ 
cerned  with  health  problems  contingent  upon  a  large  population  living 
in  crowded,  inadequate  quarters,  with  poor  sanitation,  food  and  water 
supply,  and  the  handling  of  casualties  might  be  the  lesser  one.  If  a 
very  short  warning  period  is  available,  this  situation  would  be  reversed. 

5  .  Alberta  has  been  divided  into  three  zones  for  emergency  opera¬ 
tions,  Peace  River,  Northern  and  Southern  Zone.  Northern  and 
Southern  Zones  contain  the  two  probable  target  areas  (Edmonton  and 
Calgary  respectively),  should  Alberta  be  directly  attacked. 

6.  Canadian  Army  Mobile  Survival  Columns  will  re-enter  the  target 
area,  administer  first  aid,  and  evacuate  the  casualties  to  medical 
installations  on  the  periphery  of  the  target  area.  From  this  point 
medical  care  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Provincial  Emergency  Health 
Service s  . 

7  .  The  Provincial  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan  gives 
direction  in  coping  with  the  problems  of  health  and  care  of  the  injured 
in  Alberta  and  for  assistance  between  zones  and  adjacent  provinces 
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8.  Local  Disaster  Planning.  Hospital  local  disaster  plans  complement 
Provincial  and  Zone  disaster  planning.  Hospitals  in  Alberta  have  been 
directed  to  prepare  local  disaster  plans  in  accordance  with  "Hospital 
Disaster  Planning"  March  1963  (Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare). 

9.  Resources.  The  medical  and  para-medical  resources  available  to 
the  Emergency  Health  Services  in  Alberta  are  listed  in  Annex  "C"  to  the 
Emergency  Health  .Services  Survival  Plan.  The  resources  available  in  the 
Southern  Zone  are  repeated  in  Annex  "A"  to  this  Plan.  The  Zone  Director 
of  Emergency  Health  Services  may  commit  medical  resources  in  the  Zone 
as  the  situation  demands 


MISSION 

10.  All  medical  and  para-medical  resources  in  Southern  Zone  will: 

a.  Provide  medical  care  for  all  civilian  and  military 
casualties  and  evacuees  because  of  nuclear  attack, 
from  the  periphery  of  the  target  area  and  beyond 
or  in  any  other  area  within  the  zone; 

b.  Provide  Public  Health  measures  required  for  all 
evacuees  and  others  in  any  area  within  the  zone; 

c.  Assist  the  municipalities  to  provide  medical  care 
for  local  disasters; 

d.  Provide  assistance  to  other  zones  or  provinces  as 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Health. 


EXECUTION 

11-  Emergency  Health  Services  Location  Chart.  The  extent  of  sectors, 
locations  of  emergency  headquarters  and  proposed  areas  for  emergency 
medical  installations  in  the  zone  are  shown  on  a  chart  attached  as  Annex 
"B"  . 


12.  Organization  Pattern  in  Event  of  Nuclear  Attack  on  the  Target 

Area  --  With  Adequate  Warning 

a.  The  Southern  Zone  is  divided  into  three  medical  sectors 
(see  Annex  "B",  Emergency  Location  Chart).  The 
Executive  Director  of  each  Calgary  Active  Treatment 
Hospital  is  the  Medical  Officer-m- Charge  of  all  medical 
installations  within  the  allotted  sector  (Sector  Medical 
Officer)  Chains  of  evacuation  and  medical  care  for 
casualties  will  be  established,  within  each  sector,  from 
the  periphery  of  the  Target  Area. 

b.  Medical  and  para-medical  personnel  from  the  Calgary 
Target  Area  will  establish  and  staff  emergency  medical 
installations  on  the  chains  of  evacuation  and  augment 
the  staffs  of  the  present  medical  installations. 

c.  The  medical  resources  outside  the  target  area  will: 

(1)  Assist  in  manning  the  emergency  medical 
installations; 
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(2) 


Be  prepared  to  receive  any  casualties 
surplus  to  the  capabilities  of  the  emergency 
medical  installations; 

(3)  Provide  medical  care  for  evacuees  billetted 
in  thei  r  areas  . 

d.  Public  Health  care  for  evacuees  will  be  provided  by 
municipal  and  county  health  units  plus  those  other 
personnel  allocated  to  assist  them. 

Organization  Pattern  in  Event  of  Nuclear  Attack  on  the  Target 
--  Without  Warning  or  Adequate  Warning  Time 

a.  The  minimum  number  of  medical  personnel  outside 
the  Target  Area  will  remain  with  their  hospital.  The 
remainder  will  be  sent  to  man  the  emergency  medical 
installations  in  accordance  with  their  hospital 

di sa  ste  r  plan  . 

b.  Medical  and  para-medical  personnel  who  have  left  the 
Target  Area  will  report  to  the  nearest  medical 
installation  for  instructions. 

Organization  Pattern  for  Nuclear  Attack  by: 

a.  (1)  Random  bombs,  and 

(2)  On  one  target  area  only. 

b.  Resources  in  the  Zone  will  act  as  for  a  nuclear  attack 
on  both  target  areas  wherever  possible.  Resources 
will  be  allotted  tasks  by  the  Zone  Director  of  Emergency 
Health  Services  to  meet  emergency  situations  as  they 
arise  o 

Assignment  of  Re  sponsibilities 


Zone  Headquarters.  The  functions  and  assignment  of 
responsibilities  for  medical  personnel  at  the  Southern 
Zone  Headquarters  are  contained  in  an  appendix  to 
Annex  "B"  of  the  Emergency  Organization  Chart. 
Standing  Operating  Procedures  for  the  functioning  of 
Emergency  Health  Services  personnel  at  the  head¬ 
quarters  will  be  produced  by  the  Zone  Director  of 
Emergency  Health  Services  as  required  . 

Active  Treatment  Hospitals  in  the  Target  Area.  The 
Executive  Director  (Sector  Medical  Officer)  of  each 
Active  Treatment  Hospital  in  the  Calgary  Target  Area, 
will  prepare  plans  and  Standing  Operating  Procedures 
for  the  operation  of  the  emergency  medical 
installations  in  his  Sector.  Pla.ns  will  be  prepared 
in  accordance  with  instructions  for  the  disposition 
of  medical  resources  in  the  Target  Area,  contained 
in  Annex  "C".  The  Target  Area  Director  of 
Emergency  Health  Services  will  be  responsible  for 
the  co-ordination  of  the  plans. 
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c  .  Active  Treatment  Hospitals  Outside  the  Target  Area.  The 

assignment  of  responsibilities,  locations  and  instructions  for 
the  medical  personnel  and  staff  and  all  provincial  and  municipal 
Active  Treatment  Hospitals  outside  the  Target  Area,  will  be 
shown  in  each  hospital  local  disaster  plan  in  accordance  with 
instructions  contained  as  appendices  to  Annex  "D"  .  These 
plans  will  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Pro vincial^  Di recto r  of 
Emergency  Health  Services. 

d  Remaining  Medical  Resources  in  the  Southern  Zone.  All  other 
hospitals,  medical  and  para-medical  personnel  in  the  Southern 
Zone  will  act  in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in 
Annex  "E"  . 

16.  Signs  and  Locations.  Identifying  signs  to  indicate  the  emergency 
medical  installations  and  routes  for  medical  evacuees  will  be  of  a  uniform 
size  and  color.  These  signs  will  be  produced  and  sited  in  accordance  with 
directions  contained  in  Annex  "F"  . 

17.  Traffic  Control  and  Evacuation  Routes.  The  Southern  Zone  Director 
of  Emergency  Health  Services,  and  the  Calgary  Target  Area  Emergency 
Measures  Co-ordinator,  in  conjunction  with  the  Calgary  Police  District 
Commander,  will  designate  the  traffic  control  and  hospital  evacuation 
routes.  The  details  will  be  contained  in  Annex  "G". 

18.  Hygiene.  The  details  of  public  health  measures,  prepared  by  the 
Regional  Director  of  Public  Health,  for  use  in  the  Southern  Zone,  are 

contained  m  Annex  "H"  . 

19.  Logistic  Support 


a.  T  ransport .  Details  concerning  the  provision  of  vehicles 
for  medical  evacuation  from  the  Target  Area  are  to  be 
co-ordinated  by  the  Calgary  Target  Area  Emergency 
Measures  Co-ordinator,  and  will  be  included  in  the 
Calgary  Target  Area  (Civil)  Survival  Plan. 

b.  Water.  Instructions  for  the  augmentation  of  existing 
facilities  plus  decontamination  of  water,  have  been 
forwarded  to  all  municipalities  for  the  use  of  municipal 
engineers.  (The  Water  Engineers  Manual  -  Control 

of  Radioactive  Fallout  in  Water  Systems  -  Department 
of  National  Health  and  Welfare.) 

20.  Allocation  of  Accommodation.  The  allocation  of  building  accom¬ 
modation  for  emergency  health  installations  in  the  Southern  Zone  is 

contained  in  Annex  "  J"  . 

21  Alberta  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan .  The 
Southern  Zone  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan  is  to  be 
read  in  conjunction  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Alberta  Emergency 
Health  Services  Survival  Plan.  Instructions  which  are  applicable  to 
all  zones  are  not  repeated  in  the  zone  plans  except  as  required. 
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REVIEW  AND  AMENDMENT 

The  Emergency  Health  Services  Southern  Zone  Survival  Plan 
will  be  reviewed  and  amended,  if  necessary,  on  the  1st  of  March  and 
the  1st  oi  September  each  year.  Urgent  amendments  will  be  made 
at  any  time  .

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ACTIVE  TREATMENT  HOSPITALS 

IN  THE  TARGET  AREA 


GENERAL 

1.  These  instructions  are  in  amplification  of  the  general  information 
given  in  the  main  body  of  the  Southern  Zone  Survival  Plan.  Specific 
details  required  for  individual  hospital  planning  are  included. 

2.  The  Sector  Medical  Officer  must  prepare  plans  and  Standing 
Operating  Procedures  for  the  emergency  medical  installations  in 
his  Sector,  both  in  the  event  of  having  received  adequate  warning  of 
nuclear  attack,  or  inadequate  or  no  warning  of  attack.  In  the  latter 
event  he  will  probably  have  to  consider  a  redistribution  of  personnel 
and  tasks  after  the  nuclear  attack  has  been  delivered. 


TASKS 

3.  Attack  With  Adequate  Warning.  The  main  task  of  the  Active 
Treatment  Hospitals  will  be  to: 

a.  Discharge  all  patients  who  can  be  given  adequate 
care  other  than  in  hospital  and  be  prepared  to  move 
the  remaining  patients  to  hospitals  outside  the 
Target  Area. 

b.  Man  hospital  emergency  facilities  with  members  of 
the  present  staff,  augmented  by  other  available 
medical  and  para-medical  personnel. 

c.  Move  important  medical  equipment  to  emergency 
locations  . 

4-  Attack  Without  Warning  or  Adequate  Warning.  The  main  task 
will  be  the  movement  of  personnel  who  are  physically  able,  to  duties 
in  the  emergency  installations  to  which  they  have  been  previously 
assigned  or  to  other  medical  installations  outside  the  Target  Area. 

5  Random  Bombing  and/or  Bombing  of  One  Target  Area  Only. 
Provision  of  assistance  in  personnel  or  medical  supplies  to  other 
areas  on  the  orders  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Health  or  his  delegate. 


METHOD 

6-  Attack  With  Adequate  Warning.  Lists  of  personnel  to  man  the 
emergency  facilities  listed  in  Appendix  1  will  be  kept  up-to-date  as 
part  of  the  hospital  survival  plan..  On  receipt  of  telephoned 
instructions  from  the  Director  of  Emergency  Health  Services  the 
Sector  Medical  Officer  will: 
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a.  Instruct  all  hospital  staff  to  stand  by  to  report  to  the 
hospital  on  emergency  call; 

b.  Reduce  the  patient  load  by  discharging  all  patients  who 
can  be  given  adequate  care  outside  the  hospital; 

c.  Review  emergency  plans, 

d.  On  receipt  of  instructions  from  the  Director  of 
Emergency  Health  Services,  staff  will  move  to 
predesignated  sites  of  the  emergency  installations. 
Patients  who  cannot  be  discharged  will  be  taken  to 

a  Medical  Centre  as  arranged  by  the  Sector  Medical 
Officer  ..  They  will  be  accompanied  by  a  minimum 
number  of  medical  staff; 

e  .  Notify  all  concerned  when  the  hospital  has  been  cleared 
and  emergency  facilities  manned. 

7  .  Without  Warning  or  Adequate  Warning  Time 

a  All  personnel  who  are  physically  able  will  report  to  their 
emergency  task  if  possible,  or  to  the  nearest  medical 
installation  outside  the  Target  Area,  for  further 
instructi ons  . 

b.  Hospital  Local  Disaster  Plans  must  include  provision 
for  the  care  and  dispersal  if  necessary,  of  patients 
in  hospitals  untouched  or  partially  damaged  as  a 
result  of  the  attack  Staff  moving  through  welfare 
centres  with  the  evacuee  stream  should  advise  the 
receptionists  that  they  are  medical  personnel  and 
must  report  to  the  nearest  medical  installation. 

8  Random  Bombing  and/or  Bombing  on  One  Target.  Sector 
Medical  Officers  must  be  prepared  to  reduce  staff  to  assist  in  the 
handling  of  casualties  in  other  zones  or  areas.  Medical  personnel 
and  supplies  may  be  directed  to  any  other  location  to  augment  the 
available  medical  resources.  This  will  be  done  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister  of  Public  Health  or  his  delegate. 


ADMINISTRATION  AND  LOGISTICS 

9.  Provincial  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan.  The 
following  administrative  and  logistic  instructions  which  may  affect 
individual  hospital  planning,  are  to  be  found  in  the  Provincial 
Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan: 

a.  Evacuation  and  Treatment  Policy; 

b.  Warning  Arrangements; 

c.  Documentation  Procedures; 

d.  Medical  Supplies; 

e.  Disposal  of  the  Dead; 

f.  Canadian  Forces  Medical  Services- Allocation  of 
Personnel  to  Emergency  Hospitals. 
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10.  Emergency  Installations.  The  Sector  Medical  Officer  will 
co-ordinate  the  arrangements  for  setting  up  his  Advanced 
Treatment  Centres  and  Emergency  Hospital,  with  the  local 
hospital  administrator  ,  where  a  local  hospital  or  other  medical 
installation  is  now  located,  and/or  with  the  local  Emergency 
Measures  Co-ordinator, 

11 .  Sector  Medical  Centres.  A  location  list  of  all  medical 
centres  in  each  sector  will  be  prepared  by  the  Sector  Medical 
Officer  for  inclusion  in  the  Active  Treatment  Hospital  Survival 
Plan .

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ACTIVE  TREATMENT  HOSPITALS 
OUTSIDE  THE  TARGET  AREA 


GENERAL 

1.  Active  Treatment  Hospitals  outside  the  Target  Area  will 
normally  be  considered  "Reception  Hospitals"  for  casualties  from 
the  Target  Area.  Their  staffs  will  be  augmented  by  medical  and 
para-medical  personnel  from  the  Target  Area  in  addition  to  other 
available  medical  and  para-medical  personnel  from  the  immediate 
vicinity . 

2.  Each  hospital  in  Alberta,  has  been  directed  to  prepare  a 
"Hospital  Local  Disaster  Plan"  and  this  Plan  should  be  used  as 
the  basis  upon  which  to  plan  for  the  participation  of  the  hospital 
in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack. 

3.  Active  Treatment  Hospitals  outside  the  Target  Area  include 
Provincial  or  municipal  hospitals,  nursing  homes  or  other 
recognized  establishments  that  provide  medical  care  . 


TASK 

4.  The  task  of  reception  hospitals  is  to  provide  medical  care 
in  any  emergency. 


METHOD 

5.  Southern  Zone  local  hospital  disaster  plans  will  include  the 
provision  for  assistance  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack  on  the 
Target  Area. 

6  •  Attack  With  Adequate  Warning.  Preparations  would  be  com¬ 
pleted  to  receive  a  maximum  number  of  medical  evacuees  in 
accordance  with  the  hospital  local  disaster  plan. 

7  .  In  communities  where  an  Advanced  Treatment  Centre  or 
Emergency  Hospital  is  to  be  located,  plans  must  be  made,  in 
conjunction  with  the  local  Emergency  Measures  Co-ordinator 
and  the  Sector  Medical  Officer,  for  the  manning  of  the  emergency 
facility  with  a  skeleton  staff  and  the  setting  up  of  equipment  on 
receipt  of  an  appropriate  warning.  When  the  target  area  hospital 
staff  takes  over  the  facility  on  their  arrival  at  the  site,  the 
skeleton  staff  would  return  to  their  respective  duties  with  the 
local  hospital  or  other  medical  installation.  (See  Appendix  1  to 
Annex  C  foi  disposition  and  location  of  emergency  facilities.) 
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8.  Without  Warning  or  Adequate  Warning  Time.  Hospitals  must  be 
prepared  to  receive  a  maximum  number  of  casualties  and  reduce  staff 
where  possible  to  assist  in  manning  emergency  medical  installations. 
Initially,  skeleton  staffs  designated  for  duties  at  emergency  installa¬ 
tions,  when  adequate  warning  has  been  received,  would  move  to  these 
installations  and  remain  until  relieved. 

9  .  Random  Bombing  and/or  Bombing  on  One  Target.  Medical 
personnel  and  supplies  may  be  directed  to  any  othe  r  location  to  augment 
the  available  medical  resources.  Hospital  directors  must  be  prepared 
to  reduce  staff  to  meet  these  requirements  on  the  orders  of  the  Zone 
Director  of  Emergency  Health  Services. 

10.  Remaining  Medical  Resources  -  Support.  Members  or  former 
members  of  the  medical  profession,  and  members  of  medical  and  para¬ 
medical  associations  in  the  Southern  Zone  may  be  allocated,  or  may 
offer  their  services  to  hospitals  and  medical  installations.  These 
persons  may  assist  in  the  provision  of  medical  care  in  an  emergency. 
Details  are  contained  in  Anne*  "E". 


ADMINISTRATION  AND  LOGISTICS 

11.  Provincial  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan.  The 

following  ad'  trative  and  logistic  instructions  which  may  affect 

individual  hospital  planning,  are  to  be  found  in  the  Provincial 
Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan: 

a.  Evacuation  and  Treatment  Policy; 

b.  Warning  Arrangements; 

c.  Documentation  Procedures; 

d.  Medical  Supplies; 

e.  Disposal  of  the  Dead; 

f.  Canadian  Forces  Medical  Services  -  Allocation  of 
Personnel  to  Emergency  Hospitals. 

12.  Suppli  e s  .  Attention  is  directed  "Hospital  Disaster  Planning"  March 
1963,  Chapter  6,  "Hospital  Supplies  in  Disaster".  Each  hospital  should 
maintain  30  days  hospital  supplies  on  hand.  Plans  for  the  storage  of 
supplies  must  be  approved  by  the  Provincial  Director  of  Emergency 
Health  Services.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  REMAINING  MEDICAL  RESOURCES 

IN  THE  SOUTHERN  ZONE 


GENERAL 

1.  Specific  instructions  for  medical  resources  not  dealt  with  in 
Annexes  "Cn  and  "D"  are  contained  in  this  Annex.  These  are  the 
individuals,  departments  of  government,  societies  and  organizations 
which  can  contribute  to  the  emergency  requirement  by  providing 
medical  care  and  assistance. 


TASKS 

2  .  Within  the  capabilities  of  the  various  organizations  and 
hospital  facilities  to: 

a.  Assist  in  the  provision  of  medical  care; 

b.  Assist  in  provision  of  Public  Health  aspects 
of  medical  care. 


METHOD 

3.  Personnel  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  A  list  of 
personnel  o f  the  Department  of  Public  Health  who  have  not  been 
allocated  to  other  emergency  duties  will  be  provided  by  the 
Director  of  Medical  Services  .  A  proportion  of  personnel  will  be 
allocated  in  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  EHS  to  Active 
Treatment  Hospitals  and  Public  Health  Units  in  the  Southern  Zone. 

4-  Personnel  Assigned  by  the  Federal  Government.  A  list  of 
personnel  of  the  Federal  Government  available  to  the  Alberta  Emer¬ 
gency  Health  Services  is  to  be  provided  to  the  Provincial  Director 
of  Medical  Services.  A  proportion  of  these  personnel  will  be 
allocated  in  conjunction  with  the  Provincial  Director  of  EHS  to 
Active  Treatment  Hospitals  and/or  Public  Health  Units  in  the 
Southern  Zone  . 

5-  Municipal  Departments  of  Public  Health.  The  personnel  of 
municipal  departments  of  Public  Health  will  remain  in  situ.  The 
staff  will  be  augmented  as  required  by  the  Regional  "Three  tor  of 
Emergency  Health  Services. 
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6.  City  of  Calgary  -  Department  of  Health.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  Calgary  has  been  appointed  Southern  Zone  Director 
of  Emergency  Public  Health  Services.  He  will  be  responsible  for  the 
overall  provision  of  adequate  public  health  care  within  the  zone  ,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Provincial  Director  of  EPHS.  The  staff  of  the  City 
of  Calgary  Department  of  Health  will  be  allocated  to  emergency  tasks 
with  hospitals  and  public  health  units  in  the  zone  by  the  Provincial 
Director  of  EPHS  in  consultation  with  the  Zone  Director  of  EPHS. 

7.  Organized  Groups.  The  allocation  of  members  of  organized 
associations  will  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Emergency  Health  Services 
in  consultation  with  the  Presidents  of  the  Associations.  These  groups 
include : 

a.  Alberta  Veterinary  Medical  Association; 

b.  Alberta  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons; 

c.  Alberta  Dental  Association; 

d.  Alberta  Association  of  Registered  Nurses; 

e.  Alberta  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

8.  Former  Members  of  the  Medical  Profession  and  Other  Medical 
Resources.  All  others  not  contacted  as  members  of  organized  groups 
or  who  have  not  affiliated  with  a  hospital  will  be  advised  over  Emergency 
Broadcast  Network  or  by  other  available  means  to  report  to  the  nearest 
medical  installation  in  an  emergency. 

9.  Other  Medical  Installations 


a.  Medical  installations  or  centres  in  the  sectors 
designated  to  Active  Treatment  Hospitals  will 
provide  support  as  directed  by  the  Sector 
Medical  Officer; 

b.  Medical  installations  or  centres  in  the 
probable  fallout  sector  will  provide  support 
as  directed  by  the  Zone  Director  of  EHS.

GENERAL 

1*  Authority,  This  Plan  is  authorized  by  the  Minister  of  Public 
Health  (See  Volume  Three,  Alberta  Survival  Plan,  Sub-section  8  B, 
Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan). 

2*  Responsible  Officials.  The  responsibility  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Plan  has  been  delegated  to  the  Director  of  Emergency  Health 
Services  (Director  of  EHS) .  The  Zone  Director  of  Emergency  Health 
Services  is  responsible  for  supervision  of  the  Plan  and  recommending 
changes  to  the  Director  of  Emergency  Health  Services  as  required. 

3  •  Implementation  .  This  Plan  will  be  implemented  in  conjunction 
with  the  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan  upon: 

a.  The  advice  of  the  Government  of  Alberta,  or  upon 

b.  The  dissemination  of  a  "Warning"  over  the  National 
Survival  Attack  Warning  System  by  the  Government  of 
Canada;  or  upon 

c  .  The  declaration  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council 

that  a  state  of  emergency  exists  (Chapter  43,  RSA  1955). 


SITUATION 

4.  Ge ne ral .  Edmonton  and  Calgary  are  designated  possible  target 
areas  should  Canada  be  directly  attacked.  The  problems  presented  by 
a  nuclear  attack  will  be  modified  by  many  factors  --  the  chief  of 
which  is  the  time  available  after  the  warning  signal.  Under  ideal 
circumstances  those  of  the  population  who  desire,  would  disperse  from 
the  target  areas.  The  Department  of  Public  Health  through  its 
Emergency  Health  Services  Organization,  would  be  primarily  con¬ 
cerned  with  health  problems  contingent  upon  a  large  population  living 
in  crowded,  inadequate  quarters,  with  poor  sanitation,  food  and  water 
supply,  and  the  handling  of  casualties  might  be  the  lesser  one.  If  a 
very  short  warning  period  is  available,  this  situation  would  be  reversed. 

5  .  Alberta  has  been  divided  into  three  zones  for  emergency  opera¬ 
tions,  Peace  River,  Northern  and  Southern  Zone.  Northern  and 
Southern  Zones  contain  the  two  probable  target  areas  (Edmonton  and 
Calgary  respectively),  should  Alberta  be  directly  attacked, 

6.  Canadian  Army  Mobile  Survival  Columns  will  re-enter  the  target 
area,  administer  first  aid,  and  evacuate  the  casualties  to  medical 
installations  on  the  periphery  of  the  target  area.  From  this  point 
medical  care  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Provincial  Emergency  Health 
Services  . 

7.  The  Provincial  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan  gives 
direction  in  coping  with  the  problems  of  health  and  care  of  the  injured 

Alberta  and  for  assistance  between  zones  and  adjacent  provinces 
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8.  Local  Disaster  Planning.  Hospital  local  disaste r  plans  complement 
Provincial  and  Zone  disaster  planning.  Hospitals  in  Alberta  have  been 
directed  to  prepare  local  disaster  plans  in  accordance  with  "Hospital 
Disaster  Planning"  March  1963  (Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare). 

9.  Resources.  The  medical  and  para-medical  resources  available  to 
the  Emergency  Health  Services  in  Alberta  are  listed  in  Annex  "C"  to  the 
Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan.  The  resources  available  in  the 
Southern  Zone  are  repeated  in  Annex  "A"  to  this  Plan.  The  Zone  Director 
of  Emergency  Health  Services  may  commit  medical  resources  in  the  Zone 
as  the  situation  demands . 


MISSION 

10.  All  medical  and  para-medical  resources  in  Southern  Zone  will: 

a.  Provide  medical  care  for  all  civilian  and  military 
casualties  and  evacuees  because  of  nuclear  attack, 
from  the  periphery  of  the  target  area  and  beyond 
or  in  any  other  area  within  the  zone; 

b.  Provide  Public  Health  measures  required  for  all 
evacuees  and  others  in  any  area  within  the  zone; 

c.  Assist  the  municipalities  to  provide  medical  care 
for  local  disasters; 

d.  Provide  assistance  to  other  zones  or  provinces  as 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Health. 


EXECUTION 

11  Emergency  Health  Services  Location  Chart.  The  extent  of  sectors, 
locations  of  emergency  headquarters  and  proposed  areas  for  emergency 
medical  installations  in  the  zone  are  shown  on  a  chart  attached  as  Annex 
" B"  . 


12.  Organization  Pattern  in  Event  of  Nuclear  Attack  on  the  Target 
Area  --  With  Adequate  Warning 


a.  The  Southern  Zone  is  divided  into  three  medical  sectors 
(see  Annex  "B",  Emergency  Location  Chart).  The 
Executive  Director  of  each  Calgary  Active  Treatment 
Hospital  is  the  Medical  Officer-in-Charge  of  all  medical 
installations  within  the  allotted  sector  (Sector  Medical 
Officer)  .  Chains  of  evacuation  and  medical  care  for 
casualties  will  be  established,  within  each  sector,  from 
the  periphery  of  the  Target  Area. 

b.  Medical  and  para-medical  personnel  from  the  Calgary 
Target  Area  will  establish  and  staff  emergency  medical 
installations  on  the  chains  of  evacuation  and  augment 
the  staffs  of  the  present  medical  installations. 


c  . 


The  medical  resources  outside  the  target  area  will: 

(1)  Assist  in  manning  the  emergency  medical 
installations; 
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(2)  Be  prepared  to  receive  any  casualties 
surplus  to  the  capabilities  of  the  emergency 
medical  installations; 

(3)  Provide  medical  care  for  evacuees  billetted 
in  their  areas  . 

d.  Public  Health  care  for  evacuees  will  be  provided  by 
municipal  and  county  health  units  plus  those  other 
personnel  allocated  to  assist  them. 

13.  Organization  Pattern  in  Event  of  Nuclear  Attack  on  the  Target 

Area  --  Without  Warning  or  Adequate  Warning  Time 

a.  The  minimum  number  of  medical  personnel  outside 
the  Target  Area  will  remain  with  their  hospital.  The 
remainder  will  be  sent  to  man  the  emergency  medical 

«  installations  in  accordance  with  their  hospital 

disaste  r  plan . 

b.  Medical  and  para-medical  personnel  who  have  left  the 
Target  Area  will  report  to  the  nearest  medical 
installation  for  instructions. 

14  .  Organization  Pattern  for  Nuclear  Attack  by: 

a.  (1)  Random  bombs,  and 

(2)  On  one  target  area  only. 

b.  Resources  in  the  Zone  will  act  as  for  a  nuclear  attack 
on  both  target  areas  wherever  possible.  Resources 
will  be  allotted  tasks  by  the  Zone  Director  of  Emergency 
Health  Services  to  meet  emergency  situations  as  they 
arise  . 

15  .  Assignment  of  Responsibilities 

a-.  Zone  Headquarters.  The  functions  and  assignment  of 
responsibilities  for  medical  personnel  at  the  Southern 
Zone  Headquarters  are  contained  in  an  appendix  to 
Annex  "B"  of  the  Emergency  Organization  Chart. 
Standing  Operating  Procedures  for  the  functioning  of 
Emergency  Health  Services  personnel  at  the  head¬ 
quarters  will  be  produced  by  the  Zone  Director  of 
Emergency  Health  Services  as  required  . 

Active  Treatment  Hospitals  in  the  Target  Area.  The 
Executive  Director  (Sector  Medical  Officer)  of  each 
Active  Treatment  Hospital  in  the  Calgary  Target  Area, 
will  prepare  plans  and  Standing  Operating  Procedures 
for  the  operation  of  the  emergency  medical 
installations  in  his  Sector.  Plans  will  be  prepared 
in  accordance  with  instructions  for  the  disposition 
of  medical  resources  in  the  Target  Area,  contained 
in  Annex  "C"  .  The  Target  Area  Director  of 
Emergency  Health  Services  will  be  responsible  for 
the  co-ordination  of  the  plans. 
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c.  Active  Treatment  Hospitals  Outside  the  Target  Area.  The 
assignment  of  responsibilities,  locations  and  instructions  for 
the  medical  personnel  and  staff  and  all  provincial  and  municipal 
Active  Treatment  Hospitals  outside  the  Target  Area,  will  be 
shown  in  each  hospital  local  disaster  plan  in  accordance  with 
instructions  contained  as  appendices  to  Annex  "D".  These 
plans  will  be  co-ordinated  by  the  Pro vmcialj  Di recto r  of 
Emergency  Health  Services. 

d.  Remaining  Medical  Resources  in.  the  Southern  Zone.  All  other 
hospitals,  medical  and  para -medical  personnel  in  the  Southern 
Zone  will  act  in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in 
Annex  "E"  < 

16.  Signs  and  Locations  Identifying  signs  to  indicate  the  emergency 
medical  installations  and  routes  for  medical  evacuees  will  be  of  a  uniform 
size  and  color.  These  signs  will  be  produced  and  sited  in  accordance  with 
directions  contained  in  Annex  "Fns 

17.  Traffic  Control  and  Evacuation  Routes,  The  Southern  Zone  Director 
of  Emergency  Health  Services,  and  the  Calgary  Target  Area  Emergency 
Measures  Co-ordinator,  in  conjunction  with  the  Calgary  Police  District 
Commander,  will  designate  the  traffic  control  and  hospital  evacuation 
routes.  The  details  will  be  contained  in.  Annex  "G". 

18.  Hygiene.  The  details  of  public  health  measures,  prepared  by  the 
Regional  Director  of  Public  Health,  for  use  in  the  Southern  Zone,  are 
contained  in  Annex  "H11  . 

19.  Logistic  Support 


a.  Transport  Details  concerning  the  provision  of  vehicles 
lor  medical  evacuation  from  the  Target  Area  are  to  be 
co-ordinated  by  the  Calgary  Target  Area  Emergency 
Measures  Co-ordinator  ,  and  will  be  included  in  the 
Calgary  Target  Area  (Civil)  Survival  Plan. 

b.  Water.  Instructions  for  the  augmentation  of  existing 
facilities  plus  decontamination  of  water,  have  been 
forwarded  to  all  municipalities  for  the  use  of  municipal 
engineers.  (The  Water  Engineers  Manual  -  Control 

of  Radioactive  Fallout  in  Water  Systems  -  Department 
of  National  Health  and  Welfare  ) 

20.  Allocation  of  Accommodation  The  allocation  of  building  accom¬ 
modation  for  emergency  health  installations  in  the  Southern  Zone  is 
contained  in  Annex  "  J"  . 

21,  Alberta  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan,  The 
Southern  Zone  Emergency  Health  Services  Survival  Plan  is  to  be 

read  in  conjunction  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Alberta  Emergency 
Health  Services  Survival  Plan  Instructions  which  are  applicable  to 
all  zones  are  not  repeated  in  the  zone  plans  except  as  required. 
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REVIEW  AND  AMENDMENT 

22.  The  Emergency  Health  Services  Southern  Zone  Survival  Plan 
will  be  reviewed  and  amended,  if  necessary,  on  the  1st  of  March  and 
the  1st  of  September  each  year.  Urgent  amendments  will  be  made 
at  any  time  .

2.  Responsible  Officials.  The  responsibility  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Plan  has  been  delegated  to  the  Director  of  Emergency  Welfare 
Services  (Director  of  EWS)  by  the  Minister  of  Public  Welfare.  The 
Southern  Zone  Director  of  EWS  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
the  Plan  and  for  recommending  changes  to  the  Provincial  Director  of 
EWS ,  as  required : 

3-  Implementation .  The  Southern  Zone  EWS  Survival  Plan  and  Unit/ 
Municipal  EWS  Survival  Plans  will  be  implemented  upon: 

a.  The  advice  of  the  Government  of  Canada;  or  upon 

b.  The  dissemination  of  a  ’’Warning*’  over  the  National 
Survival  Attack  Warning  System  (NSAWS)  by  the 
Government  of  Canada;  or  upon 

c.  The  declaration  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council  that  a  state  of  emergency  exists  (Chapter 
43,  RSA  1955). 


SITUATION 

4.  The  Calgary  and  Edmonton  areas  are  designated  possible  target 
areas  should  Canada  be  directly  attacked.  The  problems  presented 
by  a  nuclear  attack  will  be  modified  by  many  factors  —  the  chief 
of  which  is  the  time  available  after  the  warning  signal.  Under 
ideal  circumstances,  those  of  the  population  ifho  desire,  would  have 
time  to  leave  the  target  areas.  The  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
would  be  required  to  provide  the  basic  needs  of  the  people  of 
Alberta,  and  possibly  assist  adjacent  provinces  and  states  for  the 
duration  of  the  emergency. 

5-  Although  only  Calgary  and  Edmonton  have  been  designated  as 
possible  target  areas  in  the  event  of  a  direct  attack  on  Canada, 
there  is  a  possibility  of  random  bombing  and/or  serious  radioactive 
fallout  contamination  on  any  part  of  Alberta. 

6.  Alberta  has  been  divided  into  three  zones  for  emergency  operations; 
Peace  River,  Northern  and  Southern  Zones.  Northern  and  Southern  Zones 
contain  the  two  possible  target  areas  (Edmonton  and  Calgary  respectively) 
should  Canada  be  directly  attacked.  A  Regional  Emergency  Government 
Headquarters  (REGHQ)  has  been  established  at  Penhold,  Alberta. 

Emergency  government  headquarters  for  the  three  zones  will  be  located  at: 

a.  Peace  River  Zone  —  Provincial  Building,  Grande  Prairie; 

b.  Northern  Zone  —  Federal  Building,  Camrose; 

c.  Southern  Zone  —  Administration  Building,  Agricultural 
and  Vocational  College,  Olds. 

7c  Calgary  Target  Area  Headquarters .  The  emergency  government  operation 
for  Calgary  and  the  surrounding  municipalities  which  form  part  of  the 
Calgary  Target  Area,  will  be  conducted  from  the  Calgary  Target  Area 
Emergency  Government  Headquarters  located  in  the  Administration  Building, 
Agricultural  and  Vocational  College,  Olds.  In  the  event  of  a  nuclear 
attack  on  the  Target  Area,  the  Canadian  Army  will  be  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  re-entry  operations .  The  Canadian  Army  Target  Area 
Headquarters  is  located  in  the  Armouries,  Olds. 
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8.  Canadian  Army,  In  addition  to  that  of  re-entry  into  bombed  areas, 
Canadian  Army  Mobile  Survival  Columns  have  the  task  of  directing 
municipal  and  other  services,  including  the  control  of  traffic  and  move¬ 
ment  of  people,  in  seriously  damaged  or  contaminated  areas.  Components 
of  the  Mobile  Survival  Columns  will  rescue  and  sort  casualties,  and 
administer  first  aid  and  initial  sustaining  medical  care.  Uninjured 
and  slightly  injured  evacuees  will  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
Emergency  Welfare  Services  outside  the  periphery  of  the  area  of  re-entry 
operations . 

9.  Reception  Areas.  Since  approximately  325,000  people  live  in  the 
Calgary  Target  Area,  it  can  be  seen  that  if  dispersal  from  this  area 
takes  place,  the  population  in  the  reception  areas  of  the  Southern  Zone 
would  be  increased  to  twice  what  it  is  in  normal  times.  'For  a  short 
period  of  time,  immediately  following  any  major  disaster,  the  population 
in  some  reception  municipalities  may  be  increased  considerably,  but  for 
the  longer  recovery  period,  the  population  distribution  should  work  out 
at  a  ratio  of  not  more  than  one  evacuee  to  every  resident  of  reception 
municipalities.  Reception  municipalities  will  be 'called  upon  to  provide 
food,  clothing,  lodging,  registration  and  inquiry,  and  personal  services 
to  all  persons  in  need. 


MISSION 

10.  Southern  Zone  Emergency  Welfare  Services  will  provide  food,  cloth¬ 
ing,  lodging,  registration  and  inquiry,  and  personal  services  for  those 
in  need,  within  the  Zone,  during  disaster. 


EXECUTION 

11.  Organizational  Pattern.  Control  of  the  Emergency  Welfare  Services 
(EWS)  in  the  Southern  Zone  will  be  exercised  by  the  Minister  of  Public 
Welfare  from  the  Regional  Emergency  Government  Headquarters,  at  Penhold, 
through  the  Provincial  Director  of  EWS  and  the  Director  of  EWS  at  the 
Southern  Zone  and  Unit/Municipal  Emergency  Government  Headquarters. 
Emergency  Organization  Charts  showing  the  chain  of  responsibility  for 
EWS  in  Alberta  are  attached  as  Annex  A. 

12.  Assignment  of  Responsibilities.  Direction  of  the  EWS  in  the 
Southern  Zone  will  be  exercised  by  the  Zone  Director  of  EWS  upon  the 
declaration  of  an  emergency: 

a.  Target  Area  EWS.  The  emergency  responsibilities,  functions 
and  assignments  of  the  Target  Area  EWS  are  contained  in 
Annex  B. 

b.  Reception  Area  EWS.  The  emergency  responsibilities, 
functions  and  assignments  of  Unit /Municipal  EWS  in 
reception  areas  are  contained  in  Annex  C. 

c.  Southern  Zone  Emergency  Government  Headquarters .  The 
Zone  Director  of  EWS  will  be  located  at  the  Southern  Zone 
Emergency  Government  Headquarters,  Olds.  He  will  be 
assisted  by  a  Deputy  Director  and  a  Chief  of  each  of  the 
five  services  assigned  by  the  Provincial  Director  of  EWS. 
Operating  procedures  for  the  Southern  Zone  EWS  Headquarters 
Staff  will  be  prepared  by  the  Provincial  Director  of  EWS 

in  consultation  with  the  Southern  Zone  Director  of  EWS. 

d.  The  emergency  responsibilities,  functions  and  assignments 
of  Southern  Zone  Emergency  Government  Headquarters  EWS 
Staff  are  contained  in  Annex  D. 

e.  Regional  Welfare  Officers.  The  emergency  responsibilities, 
functions  and  locations  of  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
Regional  Officers  in  the  Southern  Zone  are  contained  in 
Annex  E. 


A 
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f .  Warning  Arrangements  —  Movement  and  Reporting. 
Instructions  for  the  movement  and  reporting  of 
Emergency  Welfare  Services  Personnel  on  receipt  of  a 
warning  have  been  detailed  separately,  as  follows: 

(1)  Zone  Emergency  Government  Headquarters  EWS 
Staff .  Details  are  contained  in  Part  One  of 
the  Southern  Zone  Operational  Plan; 

(2 )  Unit/Municipal  Emergency  Government  Headquarters 

EWS  Staff.  Details  will  be  contained  in  Unit/ 
Municipal  Survival  Plans. 

g.  Medical  Pare.  The  Emergency  Health  Services  (EHS), 
through  the  existing  medical  services,  are  to  provide 
medical  care  and  advice  concerning  evacuees,  as  required. 

h.  Radiation  Monitoring.  Unit /Municipal  Radiological 
Defence  Service  (RADEF)  are  to  provide  the  necessary 
monitoring  for  all  welfare  installations  in  their 
municipalities . 

j.  Standing  Operating  Procedures  (SOP*s).  All  EWS 

headquarters  will  prepare  SOP*s  for  the  functioning  of 
staffs  under  their  control. 


LOGISTICS 


13 •  Provincial  Welfare  Resources .  The  Zone  Director  of  EWS  may 
allocate  or  re-allocate  EWS  supplies  in  the  zone  without  reference  to 
the  Provincial  Director  of  EWS.  EWS  supplies  may  be  re-allocated  from 
one  zone  to  another  on  the  authority  of  the  Provincial  Director  of  EWS. 
EWS  resources  in  the  Southern  Zone  are  listed  in  Annex  F.  All  other 
resources  will  be  handled  as  follows: 

a.  Personnel.  All  demands  for  extra  staff  for  EWS  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Departmental  Personnel  Officer  at 
Wetaskiwin  and/or  the  National  Emergency  Manpower 
Authority  Representative  at  the  Zone  or  Unit/Municipal 
Emergency  Government  Headquarters . 

b.  Supplies .  The  Zone  Director  of  EWS  will  requisition 
needed  supplies,  including  equipment,  from  the  War 
Supplies  Agency  (WSA)  Representative  at  zone  and 
municipal  levels.  The  Unit /Municipal  Director  of  EWS 
will  requisition  needed  supplies,  including  equipment, 
from  the  local  WSA  representatives  through  the  Unit/ 
Municipal  Emergency  Government  Headquarters . 

c.  Transport .  Details  concerning  extra  transport 
requirements  for  welfare  use  will  be  co-ordinated  by 
the  Zone  Director  of  EWS  in  conjunction  with  the  Zone 
Controllers  of  Road  Transport . 


14.  Payment .  Should  money  be  unavailable  or  cheques  become  invalid, 
the  public  will  obtain  the  necessities  of  life  through  the  Municipal 
Emergency  Welfare  Services . 


15*  Allocation  of  Accommodation.  The  allocation  of  building  accom¬ 
modation  for  EWS  in  the  Southern  Zone  is  contained  in  Annex  G. 


REVIEW  AND  AMENDMENT 

16.  The  Emergency  Welfare  Services  Southern  Zone  Survival  Plan  will  be 
reviewed  and  amended  if  necessary,  on  30  June  and  31  December  each  year. 
Urgent  amendments  will  be  made  at  any  time.

EMERGENCE  RESPONSIBILITIES,  FUNCTIONS  AND  ASSIGNMENTS  OF 

CALGARY  TARGET  AREA  EMERGENCY  WELFARE  SERVI CES 


GENERAL 

1 .  There  are  three  possible  situations  which  may  occur  in  the  target  area 
as  a  result  of  Canada  becoming  involved  in  a  nuclear  war: 

a •  Evacuation .  The  bulk  of  the  population  of  the  target  area 
disperses  to  reception  municipalities  on  receiving  warning. 

b.  Non-evacuation.  After  receipt  of  warning,  very  little  or  no 
evacuation  takes  place.  This  may  be  due  to  shortness  of 
warning  time,  weather  conditions,  or  for  any  other  reason. 

c.  Reception.  The  target  city  becomes  a  reception  municipality 
because  part  or  all  of  it  has  not  been  damaged  and  is  not 
under  fallout . 


RESPONSIBILITIES.  FUNCTIONS  AND  ASSIGNMENTS 

2.  On  receipt  of  the  appropriate  warning,  members  of  the  Target  Area  EWS 
assigned  to  duties  outside  the  target  area,  will  implement  their  family 
survival  plans  and  proceed  to  their  assigned  place  of  duty.  An  advance 
party  may  be  dispatched  at  the  discretion  of  the  Target  Area  Co— ordinator 
on  an  earlier  warning . 

3 .  The  Target  Area  Director  of  EWS  with  his  Deputy,  assisted  by  the  five 
Chiefs  of  Emergency  Welfare  Services  with  their  Deputies,  will  operate 
from  the  Calgary  Target  Area  Emergency  Government  Headquarters  at  Olds, 
Alberta.  These  EWS  personnel  will  give  overall  direction  as  necessary  in 
target  area  EWS  operations . 

I+.  A  Sector  EWS  Officer  assisted  by  two  Deputies  will  direct  EWS 
operations  in  each  Sector.  The  Sector  EWS  will  normally  be  located  at  the 
Action  Depot  Headquarters,  In  addition  to  his  responsibilities  to  the 
Target  Area  Civilian  Forces,  the  Sector  EWS  Officer  will  maintain  liaison 
with  the  Military  Sector  Commander,  to  provide  welfare  assistance  to  the 
military,  if  required.  He  will  provide  Mobile  EWS  Teams  to  operate  in  the 
Sector,  as  required. 

5.  A  Welfare  Supervisor  and  two  Assistants  will  be  located  at  each  EWS 
Transfer  Point  (Evacuee  Transit  Area),  as  ordered  by  the  Sector  EWS 
Officer,  to  direct  EWS  activities.  Evacuee  Transit  Areas  are  outside  the 
green  line  and  in  close  proximity  to  Advanced  Treatment  Centres  and/or 
Military  Ambulance  Stations .  Evacuees  will  be  processed  through  decon¬ 
tamination  and  medical  centres,  as  required.  Mobile  EWS  feeding,  clothing 
and  personal  service  teams  will  operate  under  direction  of  the  Welfare 
Supervisor  in  charge  of  the  EWS  Transfer  Point.  The  Welfare  Supervisor 
will  maintain  liaison  with  medical  centres  in  order  to  provide  the  maximum 
of  Emergency  Welfare  Services.  He  will  keep  the  Sector  EWS  Officer 
informed  of  the  EWS  situation. 

6-  Evacuation .  Target  Area  Emergency  Welfare  Services  Personnel  will  be 
responsible  for: 

a.  Directing  and  co-ordinating  EWS  operations  at  Target  Area 
Emergency  Government  Headquarters,  Action  Depot/Sector 
Headquarters  and  Transfer  Points,  in  conjunction  with  other 
Emergency  Services  and  Military  Authorities . 


b.  Evacuating  the  residences  and  necessary  staff  of  Target 
Area  Welfare  Institutions  (see  Appendix  l). 

c.  Dispatching  EWS  Mobile  Teams,  as  required. 

d.  Re-establishing  regular  Welfare  Services  in  the  target 
area,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  disaster. 

7.  Non-evacuation .  If  no  general  evacuation  takes  place  after  receipt  of 
a  warning,  Target  Area  EWS  Personnel  assigned  to  the  various  emergency 
locations  will  assist,  as  necessary,  those  members  of  the  public  who  do 
choose  to  evacuate  from  the  target  area. 

8.  Reception.  Should  the  target  area  become  a  reception  municipality,  the 
Target  Area  EWS  will  provide  the  five  Emergency  Welfare  Services  and  operate 
as  outlined  in  Annex  C  to  this  plan.

GENERAL 

1.  All  Units/municipalities  throughout  the  zone,  including  the  target 
area  should  it  be  designated  a  reception  municipality,  will  provide 
Emergency  Welfare  Services  to  those  in  need  during  disaster. 

2.  The  Unit/Municipal  EWS  is  to  provide  the  basic  needs  of  evacuees, 
casualties,  resident  population  and  emergency  services  staff,  as 
required,  by  means  of  the  five  Emergency  Welfare  Services. 


ASSIGNMENT  OF  RESPONSIBILITIES 

3 .  The  assignment  of  responsibilities  is  as  follows : 

a.  Units.  The  EWS  component  of  the  Unit  Emergency  Government 
Headquarters  will  consist  of  an  EWS  Director  and  Deputy, 
assisted  by  a  Chief  of  each  of  the  five  Emergency  Welfare 
Services  with  their  Deputies.  EWS  operations  in  municipali¬ 
ties  within  the  Unit  will  be  directed  and  co-ordinated  by 
this  group. 

b.  Municipalities .  The  Director  of  EWS  with  his  Deputy, 
assisted  by  the  five  Chiefs  of  Emergency  Welfare  Services 
with  their  Deputies,  will  direct  EWS  operations  at  the 
municipal  level.  Food,  clothing,  lodging,  registration  and 
inquiry,  and  personal  services  will  be  provided  to  those  in 
need  from  necessary  Welfare  Centres  staffed  by  a  Manager 
and  Service  Supervisors  or  by  Mobile  EWS  Teams . 

c.  Each  municipality  will  provide  the  five  Emergency  Welfare 
Services,  although  in  the  smaller  municipalities  two  or 
more  of  the  services  may  be  combined  if  circumstances 
warrant.  Larger  municipalities  may  provide  more  than  one 
Welfare  Centre  and  may  be  designated  as  central  distribution 
points  for  smaller  municipalities. 

d.  The  reception  area  municipal  responsibilities  and  assignments 
of  personnel  will  be  shown  in  detail  in  Unit/municipal 
emergency  welfare  plans.

Responsibilities  and  Functions 


a.  Zone  Director  of  EWS ..  Welfare  Director  at  Zone  Emergency 
Government  Headquarters  will  be  responsible  for: 

(1)  Advising  the  executive  on  all  welfare  matters; 

(2)  Acting  as  chairman  at  any  welfare  committee  meeting; 

(3)  Preparation  of  the  zone  welfare  plan  and  directing 
its  implementation  during  disaster; 

(4)  Advising  Municipal  and  Unit  Welfare  Directors  on  the 
development  of  their  welfare  services  and  welfare 
centre  arrangements  within  the  zone; 

(5)  Assisting  with  the  preparation  of  plans  for  dispersal 
and  reception  of  target  area  population,  and  municipal 
EWS  plans,  as  necessary; 

(6)  Keeping  REGHQ  informed  as  to  the  welfare  situation  within 
the  zone; 

(7)  Transmission  of  information  and  direction  from  REGHQ  to  Units 
or  municipalities  within  the  zone,  where  applicable. 

b.  Deputy  Director  of  EWS.  To  assist  the  Zone  Director  of  EWS  with 
his  duties  outlined  in  para  1  a,  and  to  relieve  him  when  absent. 

c.  Chief,  Emergency  Feeding.  The  Zone  Chief  of  Emergency  Feeding 
is  responsible  for: 

(1)  All  aspects  of  Emergency  Feeding  within  the  zone  during 
disaster; 

(2)  Advising  REGHQ,  through  the  Provincial  Chief  of  Emergency 
Feeding  at  the  Relocation  Centre,  regarding  technical 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Service  within  the  zone; 

(3)  Transmission  of  information  and  direction  from  REGHQ  and/or 
Relocation  Centre  to  Units/municipalities  within  the  zone; 

(4)  To  assist,  wherever  possible,  in  peacetime  with  the  promotion 
of  the  organization  and  training  of  staff  of  the  Feeding 
Service  in  municipalities  throughout  the  zone. 

d.  Chief,  Emergency  Clothing.  The  Zone  Chief  of  Emergency  Clothing 
is  responsible  for: 

(1)  All  aspects  of  Emergency  Clothing  within  the  zone  during 
disaster; 

(2)  Advising  REGHQ,  through  the  Provincial  Chief  of  Emergency 
Clothing  at  the  Relocation  Centre,  regarding  technical 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Service  within  the  zone; 

(3)  Transmission  of  information  and  direction  from  REGHQ  and/or 
Relocation  Centre  to  Units/municipalities  within  the  zone; 

(4)  To  assist,  wherever  possible,  in  peacetime  with  the  promotion 
of  the  organization  and  training  of  staff  of  the  Clothing 
Service  in  municipalities  throughout  the  zone. 
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e.  Chief ,  Emergency  Lodging .  The  Zone  Chief  of  Emergency  Lodging 

is  responsible  for: 

(1)  All  aspects  of  Emergency  Lodging  within  the  zone 
during  disaster; 

(2)  Advising  REGHQ,  through  the  Provincial  Chief  of  Emergency 
Lodging  at  the  Relocation  Centre,  regarding  technical 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Service  within  the  zone; 

(3)  Transmission  of  information  and  direction  from  REGHQ  and/or 
Relocation  Centre  to  Units/municipalities  within  the  zone; 

(4)  To  assist,  wherever  possible,  in  peacetime  with  the  promotion 
of  the  organization  and  training  of  staff  of  the  Lodging 
Service  in  municipalities  throughout  the  zone. 

f.  Chief,  Registration  and  Inquiry.  The  Zone  Chief  of  Registration 

and  Inquiry  is  responsible  for: 

(1)  All  aspects  of  Registration  and  Inquiry  within  the  zone 
during  disaster ; 

(2)  Advising  REGHQ,  through  the  Provincial  Chief  of  Registration 
and  Inquiry  at  the  Relocation  Centre,  regarding  technical 
matters  pertaining  to  the  Service  within  the  zone; 

(3)  Transmission  of  information  and  direction  from  REGHQ  and/or 
Relocation  Centre  to  Units/municipalities  within  the  zone; 

(4)  To  assist,  wherever  possible,  in  peacetime  with  the  promotion 
of  the  organization  and  training  of  staff  of  the  Registration 
and  Inquiry  Service  in  municipalities  throughout  the  zone. 

g.  Chief,  Personal  Services.  The  Zone  Chief  of  Personal  Services  is 

responsible  for: 

(1)  All  aspects  of  Personal  Services  within  the  zone  during 
disaster; 

(2)  Advising  REGHQ,  through  the  Provincial  Chief  of  Personal 
Services  at  the  Relocation  Centre,  regarding  technical 
matters  pertaining  to  the  service  within  the  zone; 

(3)  Transmission  of  information  and  direction  from  REGHQ  and/or 
Relocation  Centre  to  Units/municipalities  within  the  zone; 

(4)  To  assist,  wherever  possible,  in  peacetime  with  the  promotion 
of  the  organization  and  training  of  staff  of  the  Personal 
Services  Service  in  municipalities  throughout  the  zone .

1.  Regional  Office  personnel  will  continue  their  peacetime  functions  and 
responsibilities  during  disaster,  and  in  addition,  supervisors  and  trained 
personnel  will: 

a.  Be  available  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to 
Emergency  Measures  Co-ordinators  and  EWS  Directors 
within  the  boundaries  of  their  region; 

b.  Be  prepared  to  issue  emergency  welfare  assistance 
within  the  scope  of  legislation  in  effect  at  the 
time  of  disaster  including  financial  aid,  food, 
clothing,  lodging,  and  counselling; 

c.  Use  their  office  accommodation  for  pre-emergency 
purposes  such  as  storage  of  equipment  and  supplies, 
as  directed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare; 

d.  Be  prepared  to  provide  teams  of  trained  field 
workers  from  regional  staffs  forming  one  or  more  of 
the  five  Emergency  Welfare  Services .  These  teams 

would  assist  in  any  area  required,  as  directed  by  the  Zone 

Director  of  EWS.  The  five  Emergency  Welfare  Services 
concerned  are : 

(1)  Emergency  Feeding; 

(2)  Emergency  Clothing; 

(3)  Emergency  Lodging; 

(4)  Registration  and  Inquiry; 

(5)  Personal  Services.
